Last spring they planted a small 
patch of sunfiowers with a drill, using 
every fourth spout. The crop was not 
irrigated or artificially watered in any 
way, but was kept well cultivated, yet 
they harvested a splendid crop along- 
side of wheat which was an almost 
total failure. The sunflowers aferag- 
ed seven feet in height, some stretch- 
ing out as high as eleven feet. The 
crop’ Was cut with a device rigged up 
by. the boys themselves, with two old 
mower blades attached to three wheels. 
By this means they were able to cut 
two rows at a time. The sunflowers 
were then cut up with an enzilage cut- 
ter and placed in the silo, The silo 
was simply a hole in the ground about 
siy feet deep and large enough to con- 
tain the crop. The nsilage was put in 
the pit andt ram) down well with a 
horse. When all was so deposited a 
covering of about a foot of straw was 
then put on and the horse again usec 
|to tramp this down. More straw can 
then be placed over the top as a pro- 
tection, but we are told that a frame 
covering for protection from the snow 
and weather is an improvement. By 
this process the feed kept in ex- 
cellent condition, and is now being fed 
twice a day to the ‘ 
results,

By 
this, encouragement was piven to the 
extension of the great industry; agri- 
culture, and the railway placed in a 
position to handle a greater proportion 
of the national traffic. 


Branch Line Programme 

The branch line programme. of 1922 
covered the following branches: Amar- 
anth extension, Jackfish, Lucky Lake, 
Melfort-Humboldt, Melfort N,E., -Ono- 
way, Red Deer spur, Swift Current, 
Thunderhill extension and Camwsose- 
Alliance, comprising much ballasting, 
fencing and construction of platforms,

Trunk Pacific with the Canadian Na- 
tional, various connections were con 
structed to enable traffic to be routed 
by shorter or better lines, cliniinating 
railway crossings and interlocking

}senger service. The results of the co- 
! ordination policy have been eminently 
{satisfactory and during the year addi- 
tional undertakings of the same char- 
acter-hive been underway and tliese, 
with the completion of some com- 
|menced last season, Improved operat- 
}ing. conditions, Mention may be 
| made of certain of these, viz., East 
| Edmonton, -Batile Duhamel, Magnolia, 
| Stony Plains, Regina, Lampman and 
| Rowan connections, and the grade 
| revision at this plaee, as well as the 
; Neebing yard and the double tracking 
ee Port Arthur westerly. 


Water Supply 

The improvement of existing water 
‘sipplies and the provision: of new sup- 
| plies where needed -was one of the 
| most important items of betterment on 
the Canadian National programme for 
‘several years. The resulis obtained 
were 60 satisfactory in reducing oper- 
‘ating costs and tmproving traffic 
movenieni as to warrant a continuance 
of the company's policy in this regard, 
|and during 1922, a number of complete 
supplies were developed. At Ray- 
more, Pope, Hubbard, Rama, Mary- 
field, Paskwegin, Wiseton and Con- 
quest, reservoirs were formed by damn- 
ing a ravine and also excavating a 
reservoir to give additional depth and 
storage. At Tilney, . Ethelbert, 
Gravelbourg, Radyille and Mecheche, 
ravines or creeks were damned. The 
original reservoir at Edson, formed by 
damning a creek valley, was deepen- 
ed. 


General Betterments 

Many bridges of a temporary nature 
were replaced with permanent con- 
struction, faciifiles provided to cope 
ently, 42 were reduced in length by an 
amount of 10,282 lineal feet and 27 
bridges totalling 16,887 Mmneal feet 
were ‘eliminated by co-ordination un- 
dertakings or by line revisions, 

Considerable mileage of 85-pound 
steel] zall wad used for replacements 
on western lines. Much of this was 


laid between Portage la Prairie and 
Kipling, replacing 60-pound steel, thus 
equipping that HMne with heavy steel

prevention. 
Prophylaxis alSo . tieans:* do the 
right thing and avold the accident. 


So many regrets can be eliminated: by 
doing the right thing first. In the 
mouth the right thing is to have the 
teeth and mouth thordughly cleansed 
at frequent Intervals, Every surface 
of every tooth should be carefully 
gone over and each little particle of 
stain and every deposit of tartar re- 
moved. 

Teeth frequently have very rough 
enaniel, almost as if nature had neg- 
lected to polish them. This rough 
ename! is a favorite resting place for 
food and bacteria. It should always 
be smoothed and polished. Every 
litde cavity should be filled, 

One tiny filling is worth a dozen 
large fillings as a tooth preserver. 

Have your teeth filled while the 
cavities are small, It does not hurt 
to fill little cavities and little fillings 
prevent big ones. 

It is very important to remove all 
Stains, Where there is a stained spot 
it Indicates that there {ts a spot that 
is not cleansed by the friction of the 
tooth brush and it usually means that 
the enamel at that point has been at- 
tacked by the acids and decomposing 
food. Every stained area should be 
cleansed, smoothed and — polisiied. 
Where fillings are good but rough, 
they should be ground to the :ight 
size and shaped and polished; if they 
are defective Mey should be removed 
and replaced by perfect ones. 

One of the most important things 


about fillings in teeth is the contact! 


point. This is the spot where each 
tooth touches its neighbor. Any fault 
at this point allows food to pack he- 
tween the teeth, causing great discom- 
fort and making the gunts sore. 
Prophylaxis is the best tooth insur-

That is to say, the theory which has found 
general acceptance has been that it was much more important that Canadian- 
made goods and products should be sold in Canada, even to the exclusion of 
foreign-made goods and products, than to develop the use of Canadian pro- 
ducts and promote Canadian industry and bring wealth into Canada through 
the export of our goods and products to other lands. 

Without presuming to. pass judgment in this column on the wisdom or un- 
wisdom of such a policy in the years that have passed, we are strongly of the 
opinion that the present Canadian policy is following along correct and sound 
lines in seeking to obtain a larger entrance for Canadian products into the 
markets of other countries. The action of the Dominion Government during 
the past few months in negotiating trade treaties with France, Italy and Aus- 
tralia, and in opening negotiations for similar treaties with Belgium and Spain, 
and possibly with other countries, is undoubtedly in line with the present-day 
requirements of Canadian industry and progress. 

It is an illuminating fact recorded in: the press recently that, following 
the signing of a trade treaty with France, one of the big Ontario manufactur- 
ers of agricultural implements secured a large French order, and this Cana- 
dian factory began working full staffed and full time on the order at a time 
when the domestic demand was more or less stagnant. 

Canadians can, generally speaking, be depended upon to give a prefer- 
ence in their purchases to the products of their own fields and factories when 
these can be obtatned of as good quality as those of other countries. Both 
national pride and self-interest dictate the use by Canadians of Canadian- 
made articles, and compulsion is not needed to promote such trade. But the 
active interest and assistance of Government is required to open the, doors and 
pave the way for an expansion in Canada’s export trade. This is ahput all a 
Government should be expected to do. It then remains for transportation 
interests, both railway and mercantile marine, for fintnciers, manufacturers 
and commercial interests generally, to seize the opportunity presented to them 
and push Canada’s wares into these markets, 

It is to be hoped that the steps already taken to extend Canada's trade 
abroad will be continued. Canada needs the services of a larger number 
of alert and efficient trade commissioners abroad, men appointed not through 
political pull, or with the idea of providing a soft berth for some friend or 
party worker, but keen commercial travellers or sales managers for Canada, 
men on the spot in the world’s trade centres who will improve every oppor- 
tunity to introduce Canada’s products into those markets, and who will prompt- 
ly report every favorable factor that can be utilized for Canada’s benefit. 

A big, broad, comprehensive trade policy, national in its scope and inter- 
national in its operations, is one of the things which, rightly conceived and 
energetivally directed, will prove a powerful ageney in bringing a return of 
industrial and commercial activity to Canada and prosperity to its people.

The number of immigrants enter- 
ing Canada during the period from 
April 1 to Noy. $0, 1922, decreased 26 
per cent. when compared with the 
number entering during the corres- 
ponding period of the previous year, 
according to statistics of the Depart- 
anent of immigration.
